Vegetable Storage: 

The most important things .to 
keep in mind when storing vege- 
tables are temperatures and air 
circulation and humidity. Any- 
‘one planning to build a vege- 
table storage room in the base- 
ment should, if possible, locate it 
on a north wall against a win- 
dow. A storage room should 
have both bins and shelves. Root 
vegetables keep best in bins but 
such things as onions, cabbage, 
marrows and tomatoes are best 
stored on shelves. The therm- 
ometer is better hung in the 


‘}eentre of the room rather than 


fgainst the wall. To keep the 
proper humidity, the use of peat 
moss or sawdust on the floor is 
recommended as it can be kept 
moist.

Simply trim off and 4iscard in- 
edible parts, cut through stalks so 
that pieces of heads are not more 
than 1 inch thick, and wash care- 
fully. Blanch (dip in _ boiling 
water) for 2 minutes, chill quick- 
ly, drain and pack in freezer bags 
or packages. Freeze. To cook one 
“pint” container of frozen broccoli, 
add % tsp. salt and '% cup boil- 
ing water to broccoli in saucepan. 
Cook 3 to 5 minutes, using a fork 
to break vegetable pieces apart 
during heating, so they will cook 
uniformly.

Harvest tobacco crop 


The tobacco harvest has started. | 

Fifteen men and girls started to 
pick the lower leaves off Andrew 
Johnston's 24 acres of tobacco, tie 
them in bundles and hang them in| 
the tobacco kilns to be cured, 

The crop has been described as 
good but the pickers found their 
job tough, too tough for one or 
two of them who didn’t return to 
the field. | 
Six men were in the field pick- 
ing, Peter McGregor, Ronald Kasa- 
boski, Dave Tucker, Kent Smith, 
Bernard Blimkie and Vincent Mc- | 
Callum. By night they were a tired 
group. All day they plucked two 
or three sand leaves, the bottom 
leaves, off each plant.

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Burrowing 
owls protected 


Members of the American Orni- 
thologists Union attending the an- 
nual meeting at the Saskatchewan 
Museum of Natural History were 
thrilled by a visit to a colony of 
burrowing ‘owls in the Regina vi- 
cinity, aceording to E. L. Paynter, 
director of the Wildlife Branch of 
the Department of Natural. Re- 
sources. 

“Unfortunately the following 
day ‘two Regina youths out for 
target practice proceeded to de- 
stroy a large percentage of the 
birds in the, colony which venttired 
forth to become targets for their 
wilful killing,” Mr, Paynter said. 

Prompt investigation brought 
|forth the names of the violators 
and as a result they were soon 
apprehended. Mr. Paynter pointed 
out that anyone wishing to destroy 
wildlife should first make sure 
they are not molesting a protected 
bird or animal. 

“Burrowing owls are particular- 
ly valuable in the destruction ‘of 
harmful rodents and insects,” Mr. 
Paynter said. 

He pointed out that section ten 
of The Game Act states: “No per- 
son shall hunt, take, shoot at, 
wound or kill any game bird or 
any other bird which is wild by 
nature and in a state of nature 
except crows, magpies, blackbirds, 
cowbirds, grackles, English spar- 


rows, cormerants” and_ certain 
species of hawks and owls. 
“While most hawks and owls 


are protected it is unfortunate 
that species that generally fall 
prey to the hunter, actually do the 
most’ good for mankind. A good 
rule in destroying hawks or owls 
would be to do so only when they 
are observed preying on game or 
domestic birds,” Mr. Paynter said. 


Good fishing at 
Big Shell Lake 


Good catches of pickerel (wall- 
eye) and great northern pike are 
reported from Big Shell Lake, in 
west-central Saskatchewan. 


The lake, accessible by High- 
ways 40 and 55, is situated some 
70 miles west of Prince Albert. 

One of the largest fish taken 
from Big Shell Lake during the 
current angling season was a 
northern pike weighing 1614 


pounds, caught by Dr. Paul Feder- 
off, of Blaine Lake. The fish meas- 
ured 40. inches in length. 
Pickerel up to seven pounds are 
also present in good numbers, 
The lake is becoming a popular 
fishing spot for residents and visi- 
tors to the area. Tourist fishermen 
this summer have included anglers 
from Saskdtoon, Prince Albert, 
Blaine Lake, Melfort, Langham, 
Laird and Waldheim in Saskat- 
chewan, as well as visitors from 


British Columbia, Mesnitoba, Al- 
berta,’ Ontario and the United 
States.

Mr. R. T. Tait, says that it is 
readily understood and _ easily 
transmitted by telephone. 

The device, which is called an 
oral vibrator, and has two main 
parts, is described in the British 
Dental Journal. One of the parts 
is carried inside the mouth in the 
centre of an artificial plate. The 
other is designed to fit into a 
pocket, and is no larger than the 
amplifier of a normal hearing aid. 
This contains minute batteries to 
supply the necessary power and 
is connected with the artificial 
plate by two small wires which 
have to pass out of the corner of 
the patient’s mouth. 

The patient starts the device by 
pressing a small button in the 
pocket. unit. This sets the dia- 
phragm inside his mouth vibrating 
and it produces.a noise. By mak- 
ing normal speech movements, the 
wearer moulds the vibrations into 
intelligible words. 

When the appliance is first fit- 
ted, a speech therapist is‘ helpful 
to the patient in teaching him how
